decisions at.the Conference: being adopt- 
ed, ‘Switzerland. has already- declined 
the proposal for her-to-occupy Bulgaria, 
andthe deceptance of it by Belgium is 
doubtful, Lord Beaconsfield, we are 
also‘informed, is averse to the proposal, 
thinking it inadequate, and the Cabinet 
has deferred a refolution on the queation 
ponding reference to the Queen, 


This appears to be the’. substance. of 
what was known in London regarding 
the critical state of .affairs in. the East 
up to the 21st of last. month. ‘The ap- 
pointment of ‘the Conference and the 
later statements of the Czar to Lord 
Loftus no doubt tended very materially 
to allay the feeling of excitement pre- 
vailing in England a few weeks provi- 
ously, Rightly or wrongly, however, 
the Home press is attaching exceedingly 
little importance to the pacific utterances 
of the Czar... It is pointed” out that-on 
snother occasion His Majesty gave “ the 
most solemn assurances that he desired 
no conquest, that he aimed at no aggran- 
disement, and‘ that be had not the 
smallest wish or-intention tobe 
seased of,’ not Constantinople, but 
Khiva,’ Lord Granville, reading in 
the House of Lords a document, in 
-which was recorded a conversation he had 
had‘with Count Schouvaloff, stuted that 
the Russian: Envoy had made the follow- 
‘ing declaration to him, “ Tho object of the 
expedition to Khiva is to punish acts of 
‘brigandage, to recover’ fifty Russian pri- 
sonera, and to teach the Khan that such 
conduct ‘on his part could’ not be con- 
tinued with the impunity in which the 
moderation of Russia had led him to 
believe, | Not only is it far from the

A Russian fort waa- built on the banks of 
the Amoor as far“back as’ 165] and 1689, 
where, these languages, were studied, and 
later o Chinese chair was eatablished in the 
University, of St/Petersburgh.
